Growing Green Feed in 
Winter for. Chickens 

One of the surest and-easlest ways: 
of. supplying green feed to. poultry 
during the winter is to. sprout oats, 
starting a new erop every: week to: 
insure a regular supply of the feed 
from time to time, The most conyen- 
fent way is to ‘sprout them in trays, 
but ‘elaborate sprouters are: -not “nec- 
essary. 

An oat sprouter ean be ‘easily and 
quickly made. and started within ten’ 
minutes by using ‘old lard tubs or 
Jarge wooden pails. Punch a hole in 
the tub or bore a hole In the bottom 
e.pall-and..make-a- plug. forthe 
hole so the. tub or pail can. be drained 
-when: necessary.-
